Count Shows 41 for and as 
Many Against Quaker. 


VOTE WILL BE TAKEN TODAY 


Seven Democrats at Least Are Inclined 


To Support the Applicant, 


SPEECHES ARE NOW IN ORDER 


Right of the Pennsylvanian to a |

Washington, April 23.—(Special.)\—Ae the 
time draws near for the taking of the vote 
which will decide the fate of Mr. Quay, 
of Pennsylvania, whether he is to resume 
his seat in the senate or is to take a 
place among the ‘‘exs’’ becomes more un- 
certain Those who are managing the 
affair for Quay talk of having from six 
to nine votes to spare, while those who 
are leading the fight against him sav they 
have him beaten, but decline to give any 
figures. Both sides seem confident, but 
the fact is neither side is as confident as 
it would like to be, and there is a gcneral 
disposition to helieve that the result will 
be in doubt until the final vote is taken 

Tt is apparently close as well as uncer- 
tain, but the chances seem to favor the 
seating of Mr. Quay. 

An impartial poll shows -eventeen re- 
publicans opposed to the seating of the 
man who, having failed to secure election 
by the legislature, comes knocking at the 
door of the senate bearing credentials 
from the governor of his state. At the 
same time, there are at least seven dem- 
ocrats and perhaps more, who hold to thp 
doctrine that the governor’s ciedcertials 
should be recgnized for the reason that 
each state is entitfed to two representa- 
tives in the senate under any and all cir- 
cumstances. In addition lo these there 
are several senators whose "position no- 
body knows, and there are several who 


ate absent without pairs—Senators Aldrich 


of Connecticut; Hanna and Beveridge, for 
instance, are absent without pairs. The 
democrats who are counted upon to vote 
in favor of recognizing the credentials of 
the governor are Senators Daniel, Martin, 
McLaurin, Taliaferro, Morgan, Sullivan, 
McEneryv and Kenney. Senator Vest is 
put down in the opposition, but it is un- 
derstood he will vote for Quay if his vote

With the two Clarks not voting, and 
with three republican senators atsent 
without pairs, there will be £2 votes cast 
or accounted for bv p1'rs. The most 
impartial count tonight shows 41 for Quay 
and 41 against him. 
chances of some of the more doubtful be- 
ing for Quay are better than the chances 
that they are against him. Fer instance, 
Senator Vest is one of those put in the 
anti-Quay column in the above count, 
and there are in the same colurrnm cne 
or two republicans ww are really doubt- 
ful as to the way rthev will cast their 
votes. If Quay gets «ne or more of these 
he wil] be all right.

The senate also owes a duty to 
the people of Montana, who, conscious of 
the bad repute into which tha state has 
fallen by reason of vast expenditures of 
money in connection with its. elections, 
manifested such a public sentiment that 
the legislature of 1895 passed a statute 
whicn, if cbeyed, would have redeemed 
the state trom its bad name. Montana 
has a right to expect a prompt and de- 
cisive remedy from the action of the

The reasons for the republican’ votes 
seem to be pretenses and covers.’”’ 

Commenting on the legal phases of the 
case the committee says: 

“According to the law, as understood 
Senator Clark cannot 
retain his seat. He re-

twenty-nine against him, leaving him an 
apparent majority of twenty-five. If he 
obtained through lllegal and corrupt prac- 
tice eight votes which would otherwise 
have been cast against him he was not 
legally elected. More than this number

“Tt also is a reasonable conclusion upon 
the whole case that Senator Clark is fair- 
ly to be charged with knowledge of the 
acts done in his behalf. by his committee 
and his agemts conducting his canvass.

Washington, April 2.—(Special.)—‘If 
the house of representatives passes the 
cana] bill on the 2d of May I believe it 
will be able to pass through the senate 
by the 5th or 6th.”

Washington. April 23.—(Special.)—“‘As a 
promoter of harmony among southern re- 
I acknowledge I'm a bird. I 
have resigned the jon and anybody can 
have it who will take it.’’ 

In language beautiful and forceful did 
the Hon. Charles Dick, secretary of the 
republican national committee, chairman 
of the republican state committee of Ohi9, 
late major of the Ninth Ohio regiment 
in the Spanish war, major general of the 
volunteer forces of the state of Ohio and 
representative in congress of the nine- 
teenth Ohio’ district, express himself 
when he read the newspaper reports of 
the fights at Montgomery and Nashville 
in which the different ractions of the re- 
publican party of Alabama and Tennessee 
were engaged. 

A lot that Secretary, Etc. Dick said 
in connection with these same reports 
would not look well in print. Secretary 
Dick had a large case of unqualified dis- 
gust on hand.

None of the re- 
publican leaders attempt to conceal their 
soreness over the proceedings at Mont- 
gomery and Nashville, and the southern 
republican is just now below par in the 
estimation of the leaders of his party. 

Tried To Bring About Harmony. 

Every effort has been made by the na- 
tional leaders to prevent the state of af- 
fairs which does so much to bring the 
party in the south into disrepute. Sena- 
tor Hanna and the president himself have 
been parties with Major Dick in the ef- 
fort to bring about harmony between all 
factions in the south in order that there 
might’ be no contesting delegations and 
no scandals at the national convention at 
Philadelphia. Having succeeded so ad- 
mirably in taking advantage of the ten- 
dency on the part of republican politicians 
of the south to split up the party—as they 
did four years ago—these able adminis- 
tration leaders sent out their orders this 
year that there must be no contests and 
no strife in order that the country might 
be given an obfect lesson in republican 
harmony. In the Alabama case, the de- 
tails of which were published in full in 
The Constitution, Major Dick became a 
direct party to the alleged compromise 
between the Bingham and Vaughn fac- 
tions, and in his office the agreement was 
signed. sealed and delivered.

mand in the midst of active operations. 

In November I forwarded to the president 
my resignation as an_ officer of the army, 80 
as to prevent the possibility of any question 
arising as to my right to my seat in con- 
gress. 

A combination of circumstances delayed my 
reaching Washington, and when I arrived the 
president very kindly asked me to remain in 
the army.

Lops and Driftwood Being Steered 
Between the Bents 


REBUILDING THE GAP BEGINS 


Temporary Track Way Will Be Con- 
structed at Once, 


SCRANTON BRIDGE 15 IN DANGER 


The Log Boom, Extending Nine 
Miles Up the Stream, Is Be- 
ing Closely Watched To 
Prevent Its Break- 
ing Away. 


Mobile, Ala., April 23.—A heroic fight is 
going on at Scranton and Moss point by 
the railroad and lumbermen to save the 
large property interests in that locality. 
The Louisville and Nashville railroad men, 
headed by General Manager Montcalf and 
Superintendent Marshall, are working like 
beavers trying to hold the tracks against 
the floods. Both Montcalf and Marsha!]l 
are in the thick of it like common labor- 
ers, inspiring their men to greater exer- 
tion. 

The logs and driftwood coming down on 
the flood have to be guided between the 
bents of the trestle and pushed away 
wherever they lodge. Then the work of 
rebuilding the bridge at the break is at 
hand, the material is being gathered and 
the forces are already engaged in the 
preliminary work, A temporary bridge 
will be thrown across the gap made by the 
loss of the three spans of the iron bridge. 

If nothing untoward happens the road 
ought to be in working order by Friday. 
There is great danger, however, that the 
Scranton:bridge, two miles east of the 
west Pascagoula bridge, may go. All de- 
pends upon whether the big log boom at 
Moss Point holds or not. There are 150,000 
logs in that boom. It extends nine miles 
up stream and is five and six logs deep. 
It is held by steel cables, but the fear is 
that the trees to which the cables are 
fastened will not stand the strain. 

Tonight Is the heaviest test, the water 
being now at its highest point, running 
about twelve miles an hour and in great 
volume,

It haS been decided that the flood is too 
violent to permit the use of transfer boats 
at night.

Consequently there 
was no night train out of New Orleans, 
but the 12 o'clock mail was made up here 
and proceeded north on time. 

De Wolf Hopper's “Charlatan’’ compa- 
ny came through from New Orleans to- 
day, arriving at 4 o'clock, having obtain- 
ed a special transfer for the company, 
scenery and baggage. 

The situation at Merrill, on the Pasca- 
goula river, is improved, the water hav- 
ing fallen considerably. 

On the Mobile and Ohio there is some 
good progress in the work of re-establHsh- 
ing communication, the road being opened 
today from Enterprise to Meridian. There 
is still heavy work at BuckKatunna and 
several other points. Superintendent 
Fonde thinks that the Ine can be com- 
pleted to Mobile by Friday night, provided 
there is not discovered a more serious con- 
dition of things than has yet been ob- 
served.

urged senators to consider the question 
merely as one of constitutional construc- 
tion. 


“Su@gestions have been tMoating about,” 
said he, ‘“‘as to some bargain between the 
friends of Senator Quay and the friends 
of another senator, whose right to a seat 
also has been called in question. 

He was referring to Senator Clark, of 
Montana. 

Chandler Declares for Quay. 

Mr. Chandler had been, he said, re- 
quested to deny these, and he char- 
acterized them as a mere figment of a 
diseased jmagination. He held that the 
governor cf Pennsylvania was not bound 
in this case by the provision of the con- 
stitution of Pennsylvania, requiring that 
the governor shou!d call the legislature 
together to fil] vacancies in the senatorial 
representation because this vacancy had 
not occurred during a recess of the legis- 
lature, as indicated by the Pennsylvania 
constitution, but during a session of the 
legislature. Adverting to the, Mantle 
case in 1893 ang the Corbett case in the 
last congress, Mr. Chandler said they 
were not fair precedents upon which to 
base action. 

“I know senators,” said he, ‘“‘and I am 
not going to mention names, who voted 
against Mantle because he was what was 
called a silver senator; and 1 know that 
some senators, perhaps in a spirit of re- 
taliation, voted against Corbett because 
he was whatt was called a gold senator.’’ 

Mr. Piatt, of Connecticut, In reply 
maintained on purely’ constitutional 
grounds that Mr. Quay was not entitled 
to a seat in the senate. He said the 
question that Hes in the forefront of the 
discussion ‘‘whether anything can 
ever be considered as settled in the senate 
of the United States,” 

“Is the senate,’’ he said, ‘‘now in the 
112th year of its existence to observe the 
utmost unbroken line of precedents, or is 
it to be governed by political and --per- 
sonal friendships? 

‘IT am sorry,’’ continued Mr. Platt, ‘‘that 
any senator s#ould make aq charge 
against sixteen senators that they voted 
against a senator because of personal 
or political reasons and not on constitu- 
tiona| grounds. That charge is one which 
reflects greater dishonor upon the senate 
than any that ever has been made.” 

Mr. Chander asked if these statements 
ought to be made “in secret, yet not on 
thig floor?’’ 

“The senator from New Hampshire,’ 
responded Mr. Platt, “in making this 
charge, makes one which, if true, dis- 
graces sixteen senators who voted against 
Mr. Corbett and brings dishonor upon 
this senate. I do not believe it. No enemy 
of the senate, no newspaper whichglikes 
to cast aspersions, no outsider wo is 
constantly seeking opportunity to malign 
public men, could say, it seems to me, 
that the votes of sixteen senators were 
cast against Mr. Corbett because he was 
a supporter of the gold standard. Such a 
charge will only afford opportunity, for 
criticism of the senate which will be un- 
just and unwarranted.”’ 

Same as the Corbett Case. 

Mr. Piatt maintained there was prac- 
tically no difference between the Quay 
case and the Corbett case and the) latter 
decision ought to be regarded as sacred. 
Once the precedents are overturned, Mr.

Connellsville, Pa., April 23.—Leaping 

high into the air as an expert diver 
would in taking a fancy plunge into the 
water, an unknown man committed sui- 
cide this morning at the foundry works 
of the H. C. Frick Coke Company by 
diving into a coke oven. In less than a 
minute what had been a man, apparently 
in the full vigor of life, had mingled with 
the curling smoke of the oven, distin- 
guishable only by its biuish brown color 
and nauseating odor from the gas smoke 
of the burning coal. 
. A more tragic death never occurred in 
this region. The coke workers saw him 
oniy for an instant, as he prepared for 
the leap. He was well dressed, of medi- 
um height and weight and smooth 
shaven. For the slightest possible space 
of time he seemed to pause on the slop- 
ing ground behind the ovens, then quick 
as a flash he ran down the slope, taking 
the quick short steps of a trained athiete 
who gauges them precisely for the jump 
he intends taking. Eight feet from the 
oven tops the man shot into the air, his 
hands poised above his heaa in the fash- 
fon of a diver and, descending swiftly, 
dropped head first into the tunne] head of 
an oven that had burned to the sizzling 
white heat of coke just before it is drawn. 
For an instant the body clogged the tun- 
nel head and the legs wriggled as though 
a desperate effort was being made to 
squirm through and meet death quick'y 
in the blazing oven pit. A rush was made 
for the oven pit by the horrified oven 
drawers. All there wag to show of the 
man who but a few seconds before had 
been in life was a charred mass of flesh 
not three feet in length. There is noth- 
ing about it that could serve as a means 
of identification,

NUT SATISFIED 


Railroad Failed To Meet Them 


To Discuss Rates, 


A RESOLUTION OF REGRET: 


State Entomologist Scott Talks of the 
Big Crop This Year 


COMPETITION MAY BE DEFEATED 


Growers Are Dissatisfied Because 
the Central Did Not Send Rep- 
resentative To Arrange 
Freight Rates for 
Summer. 


The fruit growers in the famous orch- 
ard section around Fort Valley and Mar- 
shallsville will appeal to the state rajil- 
road commission for equitable freight 
rates unless some concessions are soon 
made by the railroad traversing that dis- 
trict. The meeting of the growers at 
Fort Valley Saturday, it develops, was 
not as satisfactory as the members of 
the association would like to have seen 
it. The great bulk of the crop, which will 
this year amount to 3,000 cars. must be 
shipped north over the Central of Geor- 
gia raiJroad, and that line, although in- 
vited to be present at the meeting Sat- 
urday for the purpose of discussing rates, 
was withcut representation. The South- 
ern railway’s representative, although on 
hand at the meeting, refused to sav 
whether his road would put in a bid 
for the peach crop, while the refrigerator 
car companies, like the Central, it is re- 
ported. 

State Entomologist Talks. 

State Entomologist Scott, who is as- 
sisting the planters in every wav, re- 
turned to the city vesterday morning af- 
ter attending the meeting at Fort Vallev. 
and to a .representative of The Constitu- 
tion he stated that the orchard owners 
were verv much dissatisfied with the ac- 
tion of the roads in not meeting with 
them and agreeing on freteht rates. 

“During the course of the seasion.”” said 
Professor Scott. ‘‘resolutions were adopt- 
ed exvressing the regret of the growers’ 
association that the roads had not seen 
fit to attend the meeting. and another call 
has been issued for next Saturday in or- 
def to give the lines a second chance to 
come to terms. 

“The question of rates is just now a 
very serious one in that part of the state. 
The crop will in all probability be the 
largest ever shipned from Georgia and I 
have estimated the outnut at 2.50 car- 
loads, but it.i- very probable that the 
crop will reach 3.000 cars in the end. 
The probability of frost hardly exists any 
longer and the orchards are in as fine 
condition as they can well get. If the 
roads do not come to terms in regard to 
rates, the ultimate result will be in- 
jury to the orchards as the planters will 
not .eel lixe putting out trees unless they 
know they can ship the iruit at fair 
rates.”’ 

Competition May Be Defeated. 

Last vear, it is understood, the South- 
ern railway refused to haul any peach 
cars out of Fort Valley and that section, 
leaving all of the cron to the Central to 
carry north, and although competition 
would naturally have existed by reason 
of both lines entering Fort Valley, one 
of them refused to bid altogether. 

One of the principal complaints of the 
growers, it is said, is that the line hand- 
ling the crop refused to allow but one re- 
frigerator car company to haul over its 
tracks. Cheaper contracts could have 
been made with other companies, and a 
total for last year of $6,000 saved to the 
growers, it is declared, if the road had 
receded from its position and permitted 
competition to have sway.

Successful Tree Experiments. 
State Entomologist Scott has just com- 


} 
pleted a successful experiment on one of 


the largest orchards at Marietta, with the 
object of preventing thefleaves of peach 
trees from curling. The disease which re- 
sults in the leaves curling and finally the 
fruit falling is a very serious one and the 
experiment at Marietta will be profited 
by in every part of the state. On different 
rows of trees all the preventives known 
to entomology were tried and it was 
found that the mixture of bluestone and 
lime was by far the most successful. The 
time to spray the trees with the solution, 
Professor Scott found, was immediately 
before the trees bloom, and it was also 
discovered that one spraying would be 
sufficient.

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| WHEELER’S RESIGNATION 


MEANS BRIGADIERSHIP 


By Jos: Ohl. 
Washington, April 23.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral Wheeler's resignation of his seat in 
congress means, of course, that he has 
been assured by the president of appoint- 
ment to a brigadiership in the regular 
army. Just when this appointment is to 
be made is not known. I am told that 
General Wheeler himself has no definite 
assurance on this point, but he is satis- 
fied that the appointment will come some 
time during the president’s term of office. 
The first cpportunity of tnat kind will be 
presented in June, when General Merritt 
will retire. It is possible that General 
Wheeler will then be transferred to the 
1egular establishment. That is, unless the 
Grosvenor bill providing for the app2int- 
ment of three extra brigadier generals 
from amorg the volunteer officers is en- 
acted into law before that time. This 
till was introduced undcubtedly in con- 
formity with the wishes of the president, 
in erder that he might eppoint General 
Whesler, Gereral Fitzhugh Lee and Gen- 
eral James Wilson. It is presumed 
that, with the administration’s backing, 
the bill will go through, though there is 
some talk of opposition; there are mem- 
bers of congress on Doth sides who are 
opposed to the creaticn of new offices -n 
the army, even if the beneficiaries are 
such prominent men as these three. In 
the meantime General Wheeler is on wait- 
ing orders as a brigadier general of vo!l- 
unteers. He devotes a lot cf his time to 
looking after the interests of the people 
of the eighth Alabama district, and will 
continue to do so until his successor 4s 
the representative of that district comes 
bpon the scene. General Wheeler snakes 
no secret uf that fact thet he would have 
made a demand for nis seat in the house 
if he had not found Speaker Hendcrson 
bitterly opposed to him. A gocd many 
mambers on both sides urged him to do 
this, but he felt that there was no use 
stirring up strife when the cards were ab- 
solutely stacked against him.

Two Letters Were Received. 

The receipt of two letters by Recorder 
Broyles, both containing vile epithets and 
threats of assassination, made very lively 
local sensations at the time. Publicity 
Was given to the arrests and the trials, 
but when the subsequent developments 
came with the arrest of Char-ey Mitchel: 
an effort was made to keep the mater

How He Was Trapped. 

About two weeks Charley Mitchell. a 
negro well known to the Atlanta police, 
Wrote a letter from Birmingham to Reé- 
corder Broyles.

A MASCULINE ESTIMATE 
OF DRESSER’S LECTURES 


There are more things in heaven and 
earth, Horatio, than are dreamt of in our 
philosophy.—‘‘Hamlet.” 


“What a pity that authors will persist 
in lecturing,”’ remarked a lady apropos 
of that ethereal effervescence yclept 
Horatio W. Dresser. 

Pity, indeed, as anything !s lamentable 
that shatters our idols and reveals the 
baked mud under the polished exterior. 
And of ai] iconoclasm, none is swifter, 
Or more melancholy, or completer than 
the lecture platform to the successful 
writer who blunders onto it. It is the 
scaffold upon which many an abler litera- 
teur than Mr. Dresser has garroted his 
fame. “‘Would that mine enemy would 
write a book’’—but worse, a thousand 
times worse, let mine enemy who has 


form ig calling him to Oruament it. 


To begin with, Apostie Dresser is too 
intangible, too much of a disembodied, 
iridescent presence, as it were, to face a 
coldly critical audience. ‘“‘The beauty and 
the dream” of the rapt soul are by the 
very nature of human limitations inar- 
ticulate, and latter day theosophy has 
been no more successful in giving them

voice than were the Jewish mystics who 
way back in the 
night of early Christianity. What the 
Classical metaphysiclans of Germany fail- 
ed to elucidate is not jeft for a psycholo- 
gist of the modern school, or one of Mr. 
Dresser’s mental attainments, to inter- 
pret intelligently. The grand old Hege'- 
ian philosophers open chinks in the bat 
cave of human understanding, through 
which some sunbeams stea] from infini- 
tude; and he who has caught, however 
faintly, their divine effulgence, finds his 
spiritual horizon enlarged. Not so with 
Mr. Dresser. His verbal groupings but 
make the darkness more profound. Com- 
pared with the gou]l anatomists of the 
first half of the century he is as blue 
skimmed milk to cream, and since the 
works of the former are available, why 
run the risk of intellectual paresis by 
going to hear Mr. Dresser? 

It is no disparagement of the lecturer 
who has just been heard in the south for 
the first time to say that he is a disap- 
pointment to one whose life-perceptions 
have been clarified by a study of the 
transcendental masters ,down to their 
legitimate modern successors in England, 
but the provincial southern mind expects 
a prophet, if a third-rate one, to come 
out of New England. When it gives au- 
dience to a pretender, i is naturally cha- 
grined. 

One fee's that Apostle Dresser {s worse 
than incoherent. The conviction forces 
itself upon you with a pained surprise 
that he is superficial. In a lecturer we 


| can sometimes forgive lack of depth ina 
| luxuriance of verbal 


imagery, and we 
would pardon a little eloquence even in a 
philosopher, but Mr. Dresser’s generali- 
ties are not at all glittering. The paucity 


| of hig vocabulary and the barrenness of 


his rhetoric mar his thought, if he may 
be said to express thought. In vajn we 
watch for a chance seed pear] of origi- 
nality or even mental lucidity to drop 
from his inspired lips. His mediocrity 
oppresses after awhile, and the holder of 
a season ticket knows that he is going 
to be bored by the end. We came to 
hear, at least, a scholarly interpretation 
of the Bmersonian hypothesis from one 
of its distinguished pupils. What we 
hear is a yelled suggestion, only a hint 
at the higher truth of things. Our hun- 
gry spirit consciousness “‘puts out a hand, 
ag it were,’’ to touch something, if only 
a philosophic iceberg, but there ig nothing 
there. For the substantial bread we 
crave. Mr. Dresser offers a proprietary 
preparation that some of his women ad- 
mirers may mistake for angel food. It is 
not brain food. 

By using the term pretender it was not 
meant to imply that Horatio Dresser ts a 
charlatan. He does not impress one as a 
man who is not in earnest. On the con- 
trary, he seemis to have tried to shape his 
life to a oneness with the divine har- 
monies, and to be trying to voice his inner 
consciousness for the soul-edification of 
his kind. I am simply gauging hig worth 
to my own spiritual] understanding as a 
lecturer. 

Mr. Dresser’s personality undoubtedly 
heightens the disappointment of his 
thought. At least, it does to one of his 
own sex. It accentuates his lack of men- 
ta] masculinity. There ig that in his tone, 
in his enunciation, in his bearing, in his 
physiognomy, that verges close to effemi- 
nacy. The apostle of silence and poise is 
of course calmly superior to conventional 
notions of impressive delivery, but his 
platitudinous, absent-minded, halting, 
rambling, nonchalant, momotenous style 
creates an impression of artificiality and 
even fatuity. His half-lisp and drawi are 
not to be taken kind’y to in communities 
whose culture haS not yet evoluted be- 
yond respect for living, breathing, full- 
Mr. Dresser's 


mind {® suspect that he had attained the 
nirvana of al] true phigsophy—the sub- 
verted ego. He appears fully conscious 
of his corporeal essence. These peculiari- 
ties, together with the lecturer's Inamiury 
to frame words, as was pointed out be- 
fore, put the audience ill at ease. One 
feels irresistibly that he wants to help 
Mr. Dresser out when his thought miil 
gets clogged with a grist of very com- 
monplace English, and one is always an- 
ticipating the idea which the laboring 
mountain never brings forth. Then most 
of us are constantly tormented by the 
thought that maybe we are ®o stupid to 
sit in the Dresser kindergarten and that 
Mr. Dresser really occupies an intellec- 
tual pinnacle which is cloud-wrapped only 
to ignorance. We are mystified and 
secretly humbled. 

Thoge who would go to Mr. Dresser as 
to an oracie had better confine them- 
selves to reading his realiy readable 


books. He ig a palpable misfit as a lIec-

Affected Concerns Must Pay 100 Per 
Cent This Year 


CHURCHES WILL NOT BE TAXED

They Will Not Be Exempted, as That 
Is Against the Law, but the 
Papers Against Them 
Will Be Pigeonholed 
at Once. 


The plan upon which the city will pro- 
ceed in collecting back taxes from con- 
cerns doing business tn Atlanta has been 
decided upon and this morning the as- 
sessors will begin demanding payment. 
The plan was arranged yesterday after- 
noon by the tax committee of the gen- 
eral council in an executive session, and 
although those who attended the meeting 
refused to divulge what transpired, 
enough facts have been obtained to indi- 
cate that the committee intends making 
things lively for the affected concerns. 

For the present yvear—that is, during 1900 
—10) per cent of the taxes due under the 
recent ruling of the supreme court of 
Georgia will be demanded. 

Forty per cent of the back taxes for the 
past four years will be demanded of the 
affected concerns, and it appears that the 
committee would have collected for more 
than four years but for the fact that 
there seems to have been some doubt 
as to the legality of collecting prior to 
1896. 

That is the scheme upon which the tax 
assessors will being working this morning 
and if the concerns affected by the re- 
cent ruling of the supreme court abide 
by the decision of the tax committee a 
considerable amount of revenue will be 
received by the city. 

It is believed that the 
made yesterday afternoon by the 
committee will obtain for the city about 
$30,000 from back taxes, although there 
gre some who estimate that the amount 
will reach $35,000 or $40,000. There is one 
concern, it is said. which will be required 
to pay between $3,300 and $4,000 for the 
four years. 

What Concerns Must Pay. 

The concerns that must pay back taxes 
are the building and loan associations 
and the banking companies, these two 
having been affeceted by a recent ruling 
of the supreme court of Georgia on @ 
case that came up from Savannah. The 
supreme court decided that the building 
and loan associations and banking instl- 
tutions of the state had been giving in 
taxes incorrectly for quite a number of 
years and held that they were liable for 
the amount that they should have paid. 

Under this ruling the county has de- 
manded and received taxes from several 
of the affected concerns, and the tax com- 
mittee of council has been considering 
the matter for more than a month. Great 
interest is centered upon the ruling of 
the tax committee because some building 
and loan and banking men declared that 
if the city demanded the entire amount 
due they would be compelled to discon-

To these business men therefore it will 
be a relief to ascertain that they will be 
required to pay only 40 per cent of the 
amount due for the past four years. 


The Meeting Yesterday. 

The session of the tax committee yes- 
terday lasted from 3:30 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon until about 7 o’clock last night. 

“This must be an executive session,’’ 
said the mayor after the members of the 
committee had assembled in his office. 

There was considerable discussion on 
this point. but finally, on motion of Dr. 
Roy, which was seconded by Alderman 
Beutell, an executive session was decided 
upon, 


Then the work commenced. The com- 


mittee took up the case of every building | 


and loan association and banking compa- 
ny separately, ascertaining how much 
they had returned for taxation and the 
amount that the city could demand. 

There was considerable discussion over 
the per cent of taxes that should be de- 
manded. The mayor was for a low figure, 
it is said, and the opposition to his mo- 
tion came from a quarter that was little 
expected. Forty per cent for four years 
was finally decided upon, however, and 
that sum will be demanded.

The city has not 
the power to exempt the churches or par- 
sonages from taxation, but it was decided 
to pigeonhole the papers and to make no 
attempt to collect the amounts. 

A number of small fi. fas. were con- 
sidered. It appears that these have never 
been advertised, because the amounts 
were so small that the cost of advertising 
would exceed the amount of revenue to 
be received from them by the city.

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Lawton Evans Delivers Able 
Address at Woman's Club 


Lawton Evans, superintendent of the 
public schools of Augusta and one of the 
foremos the progressive educators 
of the south, delivered an able lecture on 
“Education in Its Best Methods” at the 
Atlanta Woman's Club yesterday after- 


‘ of 


noon. 

The lecture was under the auspices of 
the educational section of the club, of 
which Miss Emily Harrison is chairman, 
and she introduced in a charming manner 
the gifted speaker. 

Mr. Evans's lecture was in the nature 
of an eloquent as well as a practical and 
instructive treat, and it was unfortunate 
that besides the appreciative club women 
who heard him there could not have been 

in the audience a representa- 
tion of the city fathers interested in edu- 
cational matters as well as a representa- 
tive of the teachers of the city. 

“When we look around us, above us 
and beneeth us we find a marvelous worid 
of material things and it all is designated 
for the use of man.” He explained how 
all material things, the plants, the min- 
erals. the waterwavs, the mountains, the 
winds. the sun and the stars were for 
the use of man; how the first fact in edu- 
the world of matter. the world 

the world of ovportunitv and 
how. when we look within us. we find a 
ro less marvelous world of ‘mmateria! 
things. and all likewise designated for the 
hieher service of mind. The two worlds 
are counterpart and complement of the 
other he explained: matter furnishes the 
material and mind sunpnlies the force, 
and education is that censihle develonment 
nf the nowers that brine them in contact 
with the materials: with which it is to 
act. 

“No faculitv can operate In everv 
rection. no rower can comnsss all things 
he said. “‘The hest nossible is that the 
mental energy shall be directed steadilv. 
capably mpon that one little vart of the 
surrounding world that we call our own. 
and that we shall- become masters of that 
which presents itself to us and in spite of 
us. our problems, our life, our living, our 
opportunity, our destiny. In fact and in 
truth a school or svstem of schools that 
prepares ordinary children to become or- 
dinarv men in the complete mastery of 
ordinary affairs of life has done well. 
When it farther stimulates unusual chil- 
dren to so modify the conditions of ordl- 
nary life that they and their neighbors are 
benefited by it that school system has 
done remarkably. 

“Our part of the material universe is 
an immediate environment, and we should 
assert the mastery of mind over material 
things and learn how to react upon our 
environment. 

“There are studies of our environment 
and there are exercises in reaction upon 
which we have studied. 

‘Reading is unfortunately the test of 
excellence in most schools. Reading does 
make a full man, just as heavy 
eating does. But the reaction of the di- 
gestive processes maketh a strong man, 
and it is better to be strong than to be 
full. Reading brings us into relation to 
the outsid2 world of books, the environ- 
ment of papers, magazines, letters and 
literature of all sorts. A man may know 
how to read and may have read, and he 
may yet be incapable. 

“Writing, or the expression of our own 
ideas, which includes spelling and gram- 
mar, is the reaction upon the environment 
of letters, and is our modification of it and 
our contribution to it. So long as we read 
we receive, when we write we give. And 
educationally speaking, it is more blessed 
to give than to receive. Books are other 
people’s modification of a contribution 
to the environing world of MHterature. 
Wtrat we write and say, however meager, 
is our own modification of a contribution 
to that environment, It is easier to read 
than it is fo write. Placing the two as 
intellectual exercises there is no compari- 
son of the values. By writing I do not 
mean penmansuip, whether vertical, back- 
hand or slant. It makes no difference how 
a child writes, just so it is legible and 
easily read. It makes a vast difference 
as to what he writes.’’ 

Further on in his lecture Mr. Evans ob- 
served: “The study of chemistry is an 
abstract study generally, but apply it to 
the preparation of food and heat, etc., 
and it becomes a very concrete one. 
Chemistry and hygiene are far more 
important branches of study for boys 
and girls than the Latin and Greek 
books.’’ 

He said here with emphasis that he 
thought when a boy entered the high 
school he should determine then wheth- 
er he would go from there to a univer- 
sity, or whether he would enter business 
life. If in the latter case, then his 
Studies should be in accordance; if in 
the former case, he should pursue the 
Classics of Latin and Greek. 

Drawing attention to the basic princi- 
ble of education, Mr. Evans said: 

“The study of botany is a study of our 
environment. But the planting of trees, 
the growth of flowers, of fruits, of grain 
is a reaction upon that environment. 
In fact, all departments of manual exer- 
tion, from the simplest kindergarten de- 
Sign in paper mats, through the card- 
board cuttings, the brush and _ color 
coples of flowers, the drawings of me- 
chanical and artistic design, the han- 
dling of tools in the workshop or in the 
iron shop, is based upon the proposition 
that the most helpful, developing, 
Strengthening, individualizing exercises 
are those that requiré a child to direct 
his own energy, his own force, his own 
faculty, his own power, in modifying,

* adapting and controlling his surround- 


Ing circumstances. This constitutes suc- 
cess, this makes the capable man. The 
lack of this frequently results in schol- 
arship only. The world cannot afford to 
be filled’ with scholars only. It is not 
the purpose of a public school system to 
make scholars, but to make capable men 
and women.’’ 

Relative to practical study the obser- 
vation was made that every pupil 
Should study his-own town thoroughly— 
know its history, the names of the 
Streets, facts about the population, 
growth, industries, its government, its 
railroads, its business, and that such 
Study developed local pride, patriotism 
&nd individuality.- This is the practical 
Side of education, he urged; it relates 
t0 @ man’s concerns with his fellow men. 

In concluding: it was explained that 
Civilization, which is another word for 


. 


education, which is another word for de- 


velopment, expresses itself in the way 
men live, as in the underground dwelling 


of the cave dweller, the bark tent of the 


savage, the cabin of the African, the sim- 
ple home of the lower classes, the larger 
homes of- the’ better classes, the brown 
Stone fronts of the wealthy classes, but 
all people do not have the homes they 
would like to have, because all are not 
able. But if taste found its level and its 
full expression our homes would at 
once indicate the character and culture 
of their occupants. 

The artistic sense is strictly the sense 
of proportion in all things, visible and 
invisible. Nature knows no dispropor- 
tion. In all moods, eat and small, na- 
ture is artistic and harmonious. She 
knows no discord, disproportion or dis- 
ease. The artistic man is he who 
sees the eternal adjustment of 
all things around him and in 
htm, whose nature shrinks from a dis- 
cord in his life, who loves an existence 
that is in harmony with his higher na- 
ture, who hates evils of all kinds, be- 
cause his disposition has been attuned 
to the higher harmonies of the divine 
side of his life. 

Such a man will love a beautiful home, 
an orderly home—will seek beautiful and 
g00d things and good people, will lve 
an upright and good life, an industrious, 
generous life, because he feels that such 
an existence is what the divine Creator 
made him for, and his sense of art makes 
him love to live in accord with his high- 
est destiny here and elsewhere.

ANCESTORS OF JOSEPH E. BROWN 
—In the April number of The Sunny 
Soith Mrs. B. L. Connally writes an ex- 
ceedingly interésting article telling of the 
ancestors of her father, the late Senator 
Joseph E. Brown, and also giving the 
names and family connections of their 
posterity in direct line. Mrs. Connally 
writes: 

‘The study of genealogy is, by its very 
nature, of interest to all as it is ‘the art 
or science of tracing families to or from 
their ancestors.’ But there are few who 
look backward long enough to trace lines 
of kin, and nine out ur ten of those you 
meet do not even know the names of their 
great grandparents. It is said in Chroni- 
cles, ‘So all Israel was reckoned by gene- 
alogies.’ 

“Southern people particularly pride 
themselves that the pure Anglo-Saxon 
blood for generations flows in their veins, 
for their forefathers in our part of the 
world generally landed at Philadelphia, 
came into Maryland, Virginia, North Car- 
olina and South Carolina, Tennessee and 
Georgia, and the descendants of these 
same first settlers are the busy men and 
women that we meet every day. Though 
he may disclaim it, every man has pride 
of ancestry, and it would indeed be false 
modesty to pretend that the posterity of 
such a man as Joseph E. Brown will not 
always look back with pride to his life 
and what he did in his times. 

“It is an oft told tale that he was a 
mountain boy, overcoming the obstacles of 
gaining an education and preparing him- 
self for the practice of law. He was elect- 
ed to the state senate in 1849 when twenty- 
eight, was elected judge of the Blue Ridge 
circuit and was first elected governor of 
Georgia when thirty-six. He was elected 
four terms in succession, and was fa- 
mous as the ‘war governor of Georgia.’
